The challenge of the city, gay, re- 
Morseless and carnivorous, which so 
Many girls from so many towns have

And Ruby Poledor accepted it un- 
hesitatingly. 

A bit of human flotsam, Ruby. She 
had bobbed about the streets of the 
lower east side as long as she could 
remember; a helter-skelter sort of 
existence, shared with a mother who 
was part of her life merely because 
she was a habit. 

Ruby didn't knoW who her father 
was, Her mother called herself 
Mrs. Poledor and she and her 
daughter shared a dingy side street 
tenement.
